THE coroner's inquest held last week on 
the body of Lachappetle developed nothing 
new. The body had not been disturbed atter 
having been tirst discovered although the 
cabin had been entered by S. M. Starkey on 
Sept. lst. It was found that a string had 
been tied from one ankle to one trigger of 
the gun so that by straightening the leg the 
gun would be discharged. Dr, P, Aylen ex- 
amined the body and found that the skull, 
not the face, had been blown off. The body 
had decayed to skin, bone and sinew, Death 
had been instantaneous, The coroner's jury, 
consisting of Jas. Haney, toreman, C, Oui- 
lette, J. M. Watson, Alphonse Lainoureux, 
L. Oliver Lamoureux and H.Cullen, rendered 
a verdict of suicide. By order of the coron- 
er, Mr. W. Anderson, the body was interred 
near the cabin, A quantity of provisions were 
found inthe cabin but were damaged so that 
they were useless. They included three 
sacks of flour, 50 pounds of bacon, half a cad. 
dy of tobacco, tea, sugar and other articles, 
The fur of which the bed was composed wes 
spoiled, asalsoalynx skin and fisher skin 
hanging On the wall. The latter skin and the 
gun of the deceased were sold to 8S. M. Star- 
key for $6 dollars. No papers were found by 
which the relatives of the dead man could 
be known. No indication was found tat 
he had any property beyond what the cabin 
contained,

WINTER RANGES. 

THE movement of range cattle from the 
western states to the North-West Territories 
this vear and in prospect for next season has 
brought up the question of the probability or 
possibility of overstocking the Canadian 
ranges Some hold that it is questionable 
policy to allow a large influx of cattle from 
the States when it is possible that our limited 
winter range is already pretty fully stocked. 
If itis a fact that this influx is likely to 
crowd the grazing area and thereby injure 
the parties who have already invested their 
money on this side ot the line it should not 
be allowed ; but if on the other hand there 
is plenty of feed tor the stock already here 
aid to come, if its coming puts the present 


there are good grounds for believing that 
although the grazing area of the North-West 
is notas great as that of say Montana and 
Wyoming it will sustain and fatten without 
artificial sheiter as many head of cattle as 
one if not both of these tervitories. An ex- 
tension of the ranching industry would pro- 
vide a means by which the wasted prass of 
our plains could be turned into money,pend- 
ing the time when agricultural settlers will 
require the land, Therefore all reasonable 
encouragement should be offered for its ex- 
tension. But that encouragement should 
never take a shape that would tend to ex- 
clude the land froin use by agricultural set- 
tlers, whose labor would produce far more 
wealth than the mere prazing of cattle ever 
can, The ranching industry should be en- 
couraged, but to encourage it at the expense 
of agricultural settleinent would be paying 
too dear for the whistle.

The main point to be decided is, how 
much of the total area of these plains is 
adapted to the winter grazing of cattle’ 
There is little doubt that the area will be 
found after experiment to be much greater 
than is now generally supposed, Years ayo, 
until the experitnent was made, it was sup- 
posed that a stall area at the outlet of the 
Bow river pass was the only winter grazing 
ground in the territories. Since that time it 
has beer proved that all along the foot of the 
mountains and fora hundred miles out on 
the plains, and even in the Cypress hills 200 
iniles from the mountains, cattle may pro 
fitably be wintered out, Whereverthe experi 
ment has been made it has: been fairly sue- 
cessful even as far north and east as Battle- 
ford, showing that the limit has not yet been 
established, In calculating the possibility of 
cattle wintering out it should be remembered 
that the buffalo, a similar aninal and only a 
degree hardier, wintcred as well near Fort 
Pitt on the Saskatchewan asin Texas. While 
it is not to be expected that cattle will do 
well wherever the buffalo could live although

LOCAL. 

Tue Battleford Herald, alluding to the pre- 
valence of typhoid fever there says that it is 
common in many other places in the North- 
West and that mountain fever and Red river 


fever are identical. They are similar but not 
identical, and while one or the other may be 
common in many places in the North-West 
it may be as well to mention that Edmonton 
is not one of those places. There have been 
oceasional cases of typhoid fever here but 
never a typhoid epidemic. Inthe beginning 
of the winter of 82 there were a number of 
cases of mountain fever, chiefly among per- 
sons Who came across the mountains that fall 
and who it is believed brought the disease 
with them. Since that time there have been 
no cases of mountain fever here. 

AN extension of tine for pre-emption pay- 
ments due before Jan, Ist, 1887, has been 
granted. In the case of payments due on or 
before the 7th of July last, one-third must 
be paid before Jan, Ist, '87, another third be- 
fore Jan. Ist, 88, and the final third before 
Jan. ist, 89 Pre-emption payments falling 
due in the present year must be paid, one 
third in the first six months after becoming 
due, one third within a vear thereafter, and 
the final third within two vears thereafter. 
If the homesteader resides on his claim for 
six months in each of the the three years of 
deferred payment and has forty acres under 
crop at the expiration of the time no inter- 
est will be charged, Otherwise six per cent. 
for the whole period of the extension will be 
collected. This is the answer to the request 
for pre-emptions at $1 an acre. 

Tue Industrial News,the organ of the Win- 
nipeg knights of labor has appeared, It isa 
four page 24-coluin paper, edited by Jim 
Hooper. It appears from the issues received 
that it is engaged in a crusade against one 
Jas. Henderson who publishes a Winnipeg 
directory, because he gets the work done in 
Montreal, It threatens on behalf of the typo- 
graphical union to get out an opposition di- 
rectory as a means of bringing Mr. Henderson 
to a proper frealization of the right of local 
printers to all local work. In this course the 
News is backed up by theSun. At the same 
time the News prints eight out of its four- 
teen columns of reading matter from stereo- 
typed plates produced in the United States 
instead of type set in Winnipeg, and the Sun 
doves a little in the same line. Tae News and 
Sun apprrently believe that what issauce for 
their goose is not sauce for Mr. Henderson's 
gander. If the organ of the K. of L. does not 
act up to the principles which if assumes to 
champion, itean scarcely hope to suceced in 
compelling others to do so. 

VANCOUVER the proposed western terminus 
of the ©. P. R. is beginning to loom up as one 
of the most outrageous swindles of modern 
times, It will be remembered that by set of 
parliament Port Moody at the head of Bur- 
rard inlet was fixed upon as the terminus of 
the road, With that understanding property 
ehanged hands at fabulous prices, not on ac- 
count of its intrinsic value but because the 
terminus was to be located there. Afterwards 
inducements were held out by certain specu- 
lators to the C. P. R. company to extead the 
line along the shore of Burrard inlet to Van- 
couver and make that place the terminus in- 
stead of Port Moody, On the strength of the 
arrangement then made Vancouver property 
sold at fabulous prices. At this time Port 
Moody appeared to be the swindle. Lately, 
however, 1t appears from a decision of the 
supreme court of British Columbia that the 
©. P. KR. cannot make the proposed extension 
to Vancouver and must allow Port Moody to 
remain the terminus. As there is uo com 
mercial or engineering reason why Vancou 
ver should be preferred to Port Moody and as 
the C. P. BR. has sucked the Vaucouver orange 
pretty dry it is more than likely thatthe pro- 
ject Of railway extension will die and Van 
couver die with it,
